i. G@n@ral FU Teo-yi has drafted a eiroular telegram to be transmitted to the 
Chinese Communists simultaneously from Nationalist headquarters in Patping 
and Tientsin. The m@seag® 1s being flown to the Tientein headquarters on 
29 December for early releas®. It contains the follewlng items: 


& & review of the military situation. 


bd. A statement by FU that he is most reluctant to us? hie military power to 
the detriment of cultural and historic P@iping and its two million péople, 
and hia hope that the Chinége® Communists will understand his position and 
refrain from destroying the city thems@lves. ; 


c. & further statement by FU that he has no Perecnal ambitions and d@sires to 
resign his military position and return to the farm. 


2. Following the reloase of thie m@saag®, FU intends to fly to Nanking to await 
an anewer from Communist headquarters. He plane to léave General LI Wen, 
25X1X6 Commander of the Nationalist 13 4rny, in temporary charg® in Peiping.

Comment. FU is now unimportant personally and impotent militarily, 
Cxc@pt insofar os h@ 1s capable of destroying Peiping and Tientein in his 
own collape®. He is a tool of the national and local Kuomintang léaders, 
who hav® both mor® influence? and more 6nérgy than TU. The megsage FU has 
drafted ig part of a Kuonintang-sponsored peac® offensive which seeks to 
use 70's occupation of Peiping and Tientein as a means of obtaining more 
favorable térns from the Commmniste than the military situation warrants. 
' Kuomintang leaders in Feiping such as HSU Hui-tung, chairman of the city. 
council, ar@ enthusiastic ovér the possibility of pSace. SUH Fo also ig 
anxious for peace and hopés to extend a regional sé@ttlenent with the Com- 
munists in North China into o national settlement on terme which would be 
25X1X6 more favorable to the Nationalists than would be obtainable later.) 


Comment. The greatest danger inhorent in the situation

In cas® of such civil disorder, the Comnuniate would 

enter Peliping to maintain orger.) 
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
